Robert Dawson, museum vice president, : 
said museum officials had decided not 5 
to exhibit the car until the Kennedy chil- 
dren reached the age of 21 . Caroline is » 
now 20 and John Jr. is 17. The limousine I 
is being stored in a windowless bnck 
building at the museum.
